The application has been amended as follows: 
• Cancel claim 9. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant filed an after final amendment narrowing the scope of the claims in a manner 
that avoids the prior art cited in the 102(b) rejection. Applicant amended the claims to 
avoid the 112-2nd rejection of the claims over the use of "optional" in conjunction with 
substituted phenyl. The 1 1 2-1 st written description rejection of claim 1 1 is withdrawn 
based upon the disclosure of the compound on page 9 of the specification. The 
objection to the specification under 35 USC 132(a) is also withdrawn based on 
applicant's remarks clarifying the origin of the reactants in the reaction scheme. Thus, 
all remaining issues were addressed by applicant's amendment in combination with the 
cancellation of claim 9 and the claims are now allowable.
